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LATONIA DISAPPOINTMENTS 



Rain Brings Changed Going and 
Woe to Favorite Backers. 



Lightly Weighted H. E. Coleman 
Proves the Victor in the Cov- 
eted Twin City Handicap. 



LATONIA. K.v., September 24. — Latnnin track 
again presented its usual Saturday gala aspect and 
attracted its full quota of turf devotees despit** 
prospects of h severe storm at any minute. Dark, 
lowering clouds covered the course throughout the 
afternoon. The rain of this morning dealt lightly 
with the course, though the going was dulled to a 
noticeable extent. Neither of the features carded 
for decision suffered, however, the full complement 
of originally announced starters making the con- 
tests. 

The Twin City Handicap, over the trying mile anl 
five-eighths distance, brought to the barrier its 
ten carded overnight to start, a rare happening in 
long-distance racing. It furnished a spectacular 
and enjoyable race, even if the favorites failed. 

Preference here was given the E. R. Bradley 
pair, Black Servant and Behave Yourself, but the 
jinx that has hovered about this establishment for 
seventy-five days, it being that long since the 
Bradley silks have scored, was again manifest, 
only in more pronounced form, for the race marked 
the retirement of this year’s Kentucky Derby win- 
ner, Behave Yourself, at least for this year, as he 
fell badly lame after having traversed the first 
mile. His stable companion. Black Servant, made 
a game effort to land the race, but his 119 pounds, 
after having been subjected to a strenuous task of 
pacemaking from the outset, caused him to tire and 
give way in the last eighth to the lightly weighted 
H* E. Coleman, in receipt of an eighteen pounds 
concession from Black Servant. Rouleau led the 
others home, some of which were badly strung out. 
H. F. Coleman’s success enriched his owner by 
$5,860. 

One of the disappointments in the race was Fire 
brand. Because of recent successes he was given 
high regard here, and he flattered considerably by 
racing in prominence for the first mile, but when 
hard pressed toward the finish he was found badly 
wanting, and his complete retirement from con- 
tention came in the last quarter. 

Behave Yourself’s elimination came while he was 
apparently going well and more forwardly than is 
his usual style. There was every prospect of his 
duplicating his Derby success until he met with 
his mishap. 

GUY SCORES LUCKY VICTORY. 



Only slightly less interest was felt in the decision 
of the three-quarters handicap, which brought to 
the barrier one of the most evenly matched fields 
that has started here in a long time. The entire 
hand of eight starters were in almost a compact 
group from the start, and racing luck was a deter 
mining factor in the result. It favored Guy, which 
was outrun in the early racing, but was kept close 
to the inner rail, saving him much ground on the 
turn. It enabled him to race into the lead in the 
laat eighth with a great rush. Following him 
closely came Miss Jemima and High Cost, separated 
by inches, and the remainder of the field likewise 
closely hunched. 

The Mrs. J. I\ Phillips establishment figured 
additionally in the afternoon’s proceedings when 
Pit won the second race. Guy and Pit are brothers, 
by Leonid — Belle Rankin, but gifted with a great 
dissimilarity of style in running. The former is 
speedy and with a liking for front running. Pit 
is of the plodding tyi>e. with a rating as a second 
class plater, but a serviceable tool. Both were at 
long odds in their respective races. 

Chagrin was again in store for those who pin 
their hope to favorites, for choices were downed, 
the exception proving to he Carpenter in the third 
race and he was only held in slightly more esteem 
than Billy Brush and several of- the others. 

The upsets were inaugurated with Talisman’s 
victory in the initial dash and in which Redmon 
hod the call. The latter, due to swerving out in 
the stretch, eliminated himself out of second place 
at least. 

Pit’s victory was impressive and he beat out 
a fairly good band, which included Nonskid and 

Alex Jr. 

Carpenter raced as if best in the third, though 
lie only had a length’s margin on Jauku at the 
finish. 

Louanna carried the Keene brothers’ colors home 
in front in the sixth race. Dad was the favorite 
here and weak riding through the stretch was 
responsible in part for his failure to get part of 
the purse. 

Green Gold in the final race essayed a runaway 
and at one time in the race had a ten-lengths lead, 
but he tired and gave way steadily in the stretch 
and it enabled Cantilever to get up to win by a 
head, with Green Gold the same margin in front 
of Kimpalong, Dancing Sprav also fighting it out 
close up. 

Jockey Fields was suspended for five days by 
the starter for disobedience at the post. 

Sporting Blood showed decided lameness after a 
work-out this morning.

TRYSTER WINS THE POTOMAC 



Victory Comes in Final Strides After Sensa- 
tional Battle with Bygone Days. 



HAVRE DE GRACE, Md., September 24 — Harry 
Payne Whitney’s Tryster, ridden by Coltilotti, was 
returned the winner of the Potomae Handicap, the 
$10,000 added stake attraction at Havre de Grace 
this afternoon. Tryster’s victory was a hard-earned 
one, as lie won by a small margin from Edward F. 
Whitney’s By Jiminy, while Bygone Days and Polly 
Ann staged a thriller for third place. 

The race was a spectacular one and took the last 
ounce of the son of Peter Pan — Tryst to maintain 
his advantage at the finish. He was shouldering top 
weight, 127 pounds, and conceding lumps of weight 
to his opponents. Of the nine carded starters, one 
stayed away, but trainer Wayland added Walter 
Salmon’s Careful, which brought the field to the 
original size. 

The start was a good one and Coltiletti, awake 
to the possibilities, sent his mount along to the 
front and saved much ground rounding the first 
turn. Careful and Montalvo raced in closest pur- 
suit, but the former soon tired and dropped back. 
A general closing up occurred rounding the far turn, 
at which point Rowan brought By Jiminy through 
next to the inner rail and, after racing Montalvo 
into defeat, drew alongside of the Whitney three- 
year-old. From there on the battle waged furi- 
ously and the result was in doubt until the final 
strides. Tryster, although tiring under his heavy 
weight, gamely held on to his slight advantage and 
received the decision and the plaudits of the spec- 
tators, who were wrought to a frenzy of excite- 
ment. Bygone Days’ race was a good one and he 
managed to outlast the speedy Polly Ann for third 
place after a spirited and hard closing drive. The 
winner’s share of the stake amounted to $7,300. 

Havre de Grace presented a picturesque scene 
this afternoon and attracted one of the largest 
crowds in the history of the course. The weather 
was of the midsummer variety, while the track had 
dried out and was fast. The fields which started 
in the different races were of a much better 
quality than for the past few days. Upsets were 
the order during the course of the afternoon and 
favorites were bowled over with regularity until 
the victory of Tryster. 

The claim which was lodged for Bribed Voter 
yesterday by F. Holman was disallowed by the 
stewards and the horse went back to his owner, 
J. H. Newbold. It was stated that Holman se- 
cured the money to claim the horse from J. B. 
Goodman, in whose colors Bribed Voter originally 
raced. 

James K. Frayling departed on a business mis- 
sion to New York and to look over some hunters 
that he lias quartered on Long Island. Fancier, 
a two-year-old in his stable, was injured in the 
Eastern Shore Handicap and will be on the shelf 
for some time. 

A notice posted in the secretary’s office warns 
all owners and trainers who fail to notify the 
entry clerk at time of making entries to the effect 
that their horse or horses will wear blinkers are 
subject to a fine. 

Owner W. R. Oliver reports that the two-year- 
old Early Bird is coming around nicely and hat 
the stitches would be removed from his hip ou 
Monday. 



EXTERMINATOR ONCE AGAIN 



Repeats Success of Last Year in Toronto Cup 
—Ross Stable Wins Three Races. 



TORONTO, Ont., September 24.— Fashion and 
beauty mingled with Ontarioans prominent in the 
business and professional world at the opening of 
the fall meeting at the Woodbine track this after- 
noon. The card provided was characteristic of the 
autumnal season in its entirety, it being studded 
with jeweled events that brought together the best 
the Canadian turf provides. There were no less 
than three fixtures that have had their renewals 
many times, covering a period from ten to seventeen 
years. 

The star attraction was the seventeenth running 
of the Toronto Autumn Cup at a mile and a quarter, 
from which nine were named out of an original 
nominating list of fifty-nine. This race in other 
years was won by such noted horses as Great Bri- 
tain, Rancher, Plate Glass, Bouquet, Claude and 
Exterminator. 

All hail to the last mentioned. It was the same 
gallant old Exterminator, carrying the heavy im- 
post of 137 pounds, which duplicated his victory 
of last year in the Toronto Cup this afternoon, de- 
feating My Dear by a neck. Exterminator was rid- 
den by Kelsay, who kept him under restraint to 
the stretch turn, where he took command, but at 
the end had to stand a hard drive to withstand 
My Dear’s challenge. Golden Sphere was third. In 
the running of the Toronto Cup last fall the first 
two horses occupied the same positions they did 
this afternoon, and the same distance separated the 
pair in that race. 

Another old stake feature decided was the Wood- 
bine Autumn Steeplechase Handicap, over the two- 
mile course, which proved a most picturesque con- 
test over the jumps. In fact the renewal of this 
race proved the most exciting one witnessed in many 
years. The winner turned up in Charles K. Har- 
rison’s excellent jumper Transpero, which managed 
to triumph in the last few strides by a narrow 
margin from Candidate II. Less than a length 
back came Sea Tale, with Coronado close np. 

The Maple Leaf Stakes, for Canadian-bred horses, 
at a mile and a sixteenth, brought out a fine 
group of thoroughbreds, with Sudor, representing 
the Ross stable, defeating Witch Flower, carrying 
the Thomcliffe colors, and Reconnaissance the 
Brookdale Stable hopes. Sudor won decisively, al- 
though Witch Flower might have reversed matters 
had he not met with considerable interference. 

It was a great day for the Ross stable, although 
the Commander was not here to witness the tri- 
umph of his horses. They won three of the races. 
The black and orange hoops flashed in front em- 
phatically in the opening race, the Harwood Handi- 
cap. for the best sprinters at the track. Sailing B., 
with which the stable declared to win, and jockey 
Erickson, did as requested. He won with consid- 
erable to spare, while Claver, on Motor Cop, second 
string to the Ross bow, finished second and Major 
Parke a fair third.

$5,000, carrying a burden of 131 pounds and beat- 
ing iier opponents as she pleased.

Her dam 
Corn Cockle has for sire St. Frusquin and is a 
direct descendant of Isinglass, Isonomy and St. 
Serf and on her sire’s side Golden Corn inherits 
the blood of Sundridge, Galopin and Sterling.

Damask Easily Defeats Mad Hat- 
ter in the Aqueduct Handicap. 



Bushwick Steeplechase Goes to 
Bullseye — Crystal Ford Too

NEW YORK, N. Y., September 24.— Harry Pams 
Whitney’s Damask, four-year-old son of All Gold — 
Crinoline, racing brilliantly under expert handling 
by Master Penman, vanquished Mad Hatter in the 
Aqueduct Handicap this afternoon and shattered the 
track record for a mile and five-sixteenths. The 
race was worth $4,950 to the winner. 

Penman sent the Whitney colt to the front soon 
after the start and drew clear of Mad Hatter ou 
the lower turn. The Rancocas horse hung on 
gamely in the stretch and under a vigorous ride 
made a strong effort to overtake the winner in 
the straightaway, but he tired in the stretch drive. 
Damask held on easily, however, and was drawing 
away rapidly through the last quarter mile. He 
led by three lengths and a half at the finish. A. 
K. Macomber’s Kingdom II. was outclassed and 
outrun all the way. The record shattered by the 
Whitney horse was made in the running of the 
same race last year by his stablemate John P. 
Grier, which ran the distance in 2:12. The frac- 
tional time for Damask’s performance today was: 
25%, 49%, 1:13%, 1:37%, 2:05%, 2:11%. 

Fine weather and an exceptionally good program 
brought a large crowd to the track. The racing 
ground was in splendid condition after the recent 
raina and fast time was made in the majority of 
the races. 

The Bushwick Steeplechase, worth $3,050 to the 
winner, fell to J. S. Cosden’s Bullseye, with Sea 
Bryn second and Decisive third. Crawford held 
the Cosden jumper under slight restraint until 
the twelfth obstacle. Then he moved up under 
pressure and took the lead. He galloped along 
easily and refused to extend himself, but re- 
sponded gamely to the call of his rider in the 
lust eighth, when Sea Bryn took command by a 
length. He then came again and drew away into 
a two lengths lead at the end. Sea Bryn was a 
prominent contender from the fall of the flag, but 
was used up racing Decisive into defeat. The 
Canterbury Farm gelding is showing steady im- 
provement at cross-country racing and should be 
a factor in the big events in Maryland. 

MAVOURNEEN A BIG SUBPBISE. 

Mavourneen, hard ridden by Rice, came up on the 
outside in the stretch to win the first race at six 
and a half furlongs from Polythla and Mercury. 
Arrow of Gold, the favorite, finished in the rear, a 
badly beaten filly. Rice, who had the mount ou 
Mavourneen, did not force the Celt filly when she 
lost the lead in the first eighth, but nursed her 
along carefully. Gradually working her way up. 
Mavourneen drew up to the leaders in the stretch 
and appeared to tire. Rice resorted to the whip 
and his mount responded gamely. Racing head and 
head with Polytliia, she headed Mercury in th) 
last eighth and outlasted the Polymelian filly at 
the end by a short head. 

Fusee graduated in the third race, a selling af- 
fair at five-eighths for maiden two-year-olds. 
Brilliant Ray took second place by a length from 
Fred Kinney. 

W. C. Clancy’s Crystal Ford took the fifth race 
at one mile from Romany and Thimble in easy 
’ash ion. He went into the lead on the turn and 
was never seriously threatened thereafter, although 
Romany, hard ridden by Fator, moved up menac- 
ingly in the stretch and kept the Clancy starter 
under a drive. He could not get to the winner, 
however, and was losing ground at the finish. 

E. G. Schaeffer, who purchased a number of 
horses out of the S. A. Clopton disposal sale, an- 
nounced today that he will race Twopair in his own 
colors. He announced also that Max Gold, Grace 
E., Granny Lee and Forest Major had been bid in 
by him at the sale in the interests of Mrs. Clopton 
and will be raced in her name. The other horses 
purchased by Schaeffer at the sale were bought 
for the account of J. S. Farnum. All of them 
will be trained by Schaeffer 

R. E. Watkins claimed Brilliant Ray out of the 
third race for $2,505. 

C. W. Carroll, trainer for A. B. Sprockets, ar- 
rived at Aqueduct today on business. He came 
from Montreal, where he scored a stake victory 
with Runstar. He announced that Runstar will 
be left in the East for the winter and will prob- 
ably be placed in charge of James McClellan at 
Havre de Grace. Carroll will take along the Sun- 
star horse. Hand Grenade, recently purchased from 
A. K. Macomber for the Napa Stud, when he re- 
turns to California. 

The report reached Aqueduct yesterday that Wil- 
liam B. Miller, the well-known breeder, has pur- 
chased a third interest in The Finn from J. E. 
Madden and J. II. Hallenbeck. He also holds a 
third interest in the stallion Brown Prince. 



OWNERS’ VANITY AND BIG FIELDS 



In this country and racing centers all over the 
world it is not unusual for an important race to 
include starters that have not the slightest chance 
of winning. Owners in a position to pay for luxuries 
occasionally like to talk of their stake candidates. 
This is only one of the many sides of human vanity. 
Of course a mau’s horse and a man’s money and 
funcy are his own. But such animals get in the 
way of racing troth and future rules may go to the 
corners of classing or grouping horse ability, as is 
done in India. Turf critics in other lands note the 
same vanity and its consequences. English writers 
declare that owning vanity caused the unwieldly 
fields in such a race as the Grand National and call 
for elimination power by rule or person to prevent 
such a mixup as there was in this spring’s race. 
The same complaint comes from Australia, where 
au eliminative rule, based on performance, is being 
called for, _ ^ _
